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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant alleges that the combination of 
references is improper, however, the combination is justified using the tsm test. The memorandum cited by applicant is not a rule and 
does not create a right that is enforceable by applicant. Applicant further alleges that the processor in the camera of Dance that 
generates an inquiry to the server to determine a resolution suitable for OCR processing is not a client that generates an inquiry to the 
server to determine a resolution suitable for OCR processing. The processor in a digital camera and a processor in a client are the same. 
Applicant also fails to address that the computer 20 of Dance can be a client that sends the image over a network to a server to determine 
a resolution suitable for OCR processing. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of skill in the art at the time of invention to modify 
the digital cameras, scanners and printers of Boliek, which are able to transmit an image at a selected resolution as discussed at length in 
Boliek, to transmit the image at a resolution suitable for OCR processing when the desired function of the digital cameras, scanners and 
printers is to acquire an image with a resolution suitable for OCR processing as suggested by the entire patent of Dance beginning with 
the abstract and ending with the claims. 

Applicant also alleges with respect to claim 20 that Boliek does not disclose generating a test image at a certain resolution and generating 
an additional test image at a second resolution. Everything about Boliek is focused on being able to transmit an image at different 
resolutions. Given that Dance determines the confidence of OCR processing of the first test image at the first resolution, one of skill in the 
art at the time of invention would recognize that when the confidence of OCR processing of the first test image is too low, then a second 
test image at a second resolution is transmitted by the printers, scanners and digital cameras of Boliek to determine whether the second 
test image has a confidence that is suitable for OCR processing as shown for example by the feedback loop of figure 2 of Dance which 
acquires a second test image and as shown by the multiple feedback results for different test images in figures 8(a) through 8(d) of Dance. 
Applicant further alleges that the combination of Boliek and Dance is improper, even though the combination satifies the tsm standard.. 
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
